Sept. 11 memories 
evident at Mayor’s 
Prayer Breakfast 


Victims of tragic 
events over the 
course of last year 
remembered in 
local prayers

In one year the world has 
changed drastically and the 
messages exchanged at the 
Mayor's Prayer breakfast held 
last Friday reflected that. 

Guest speakers made refer¬ 
ences to the images seen over 
the past few years and that 
they were lucky to live in a 
part of the world "that has 
been blessed by God." 

The Mayor’s Prayer break¬ 
fast is an annual event that 
takes place in Didsbury rec¬ 
ognizing the fact that people 
should pray for the people 
that serve them on a daily 
basis. 

"This past year we have 
seen some horrific events," 
said Chinook's Edge School 
Board Chair and M.C. of the 
event Roy Brassard. "And 
many are still going on.” 

"I doubt that I will ever for¬ 
get the images of the destruc¬ 
tion of the Peace Towers in 
New York or the fighting in 
Afganistan or Palestine or a 
multitude of other places 
around the world. 

"I am constantly reminded 
of the good fortune and how 
all too often we take our well¬ 
being for granted." 

Didsbury RCMP Constable 
Tim Diebel represented Coun¬ 


try and Family at the event 
and said that as Canadians we 
could be proud of our global 
reputation. 

"We can be proud of our glo¬ 
bal reputation, our commit¬ 
ments to other nations and 
the dedication we have to en¬ 
suring the safety and basic 
human rights of people from 
around the world. Our peace¬ 
keeping efforts, and more re¬ 
cently, our efforts to eradicate 
terrorism show that we are a 
strong, compassionate and 
caring country." 

Later Diebel prayed for the 
Canadian Forces and Police 
forces asking God to be with 
those who have lost loved 
ones, in addition to praying 
for God's help in guiding com¬ 
munity leaders. 

"Most recently we remem¬ 
ber the four Canadians killed 
in Afganistan," said Diebel in 
his prayer. 

Didsbury Mayor Dorothy 
Moore echoed sentiments that 
we are lucky to live in an area 
of the world that has enjoyed 
so much peace. 

"Our country, our province 
and our town are incredibly 
blessed compared to most of 
the world.” 

“I believe that we have in¬ 
herited that peace through 
those who have built this 
country with the principles of 
faith and compassion." 

Approximately 200 people 
attended the Mayor's Prayer 
Breakfast held in the gymna¬ 
sium of Westglen school to lis¬ 
ten to a variety of speeches in¬ 
cluding a message from guest 
speaker Darrel Janz - co-an- 
chor of the CFCN 6 p.m. news 
in Calgary.

The tenth annual Didsbury 
Show and Shine will hit Dids¬ 
bury streets this weekend. 

The event, which show¬ 
cases classic cars of the past 
and modified hot rods of the 
present along with few other 
done up beauties, is back and 
is expected to be bigger than 
ever before. 

The first ever Show and 
Shine drew 50 cars. This year 
over three hundred are ex¬ 
pected be lined up and down 
Didsbury’s streets. Last year 
270 vehicles took part in the 
event. 

"They come from all over 
the province and from other 
provinces as well," said Wendy 
Seymour, one of the organiz¬ 
ers of the event. 

The Didsbury event has 
drawn large local crowds year 
after year, but it isn't only the 
spectators that keeping arriv¬ 
ing in flocks. 

"We see a lot of repeat peo¬ 
ple bring their cars from one 
year to the next,” said Harley 
Seymour, also an organizer. 
"They really like the way the 
show is run.” 

Another reason the show 
has continued to grow is be¬ 
cause other groups have come 
forward to help out to make 
an overall package, said 
Wendy. 

Service groups take the op¬ 
portunity to open food booths 
and run fundraisers and the

Shine. 

Family activities like the 
Bike and Shine, an event that 
allows kids from 0-12 to deco¬ 
rate their bikes for prizes will 
also be run through the 
Chamber initiative. 

Also there will be a dunk 
tank, fishing pond, used book 
sale, face painting and the 
museum will open its doors to 
display car ads from the 50s 
and 60s. 

The Lions will put on a pan¬ 
cake breakfast from 8:30 to 
10 a.m. at the C&C Clothing 
Parking Lot.

Pilot and trainee walk away from helicopter crash 


Helicopter falls 
from the sky 
during training 
exercise

Two individuals walked 
away from a helicopter crash 
west of Water Valley last week. 

Didsbury RCMP received 
news that the two seater R22 
helicopter, owned by Bighorn 
Helicopters went down at ap¬ 
proximately 4 p.m. last 
Wednesday and immediately 
dispatched three officers to the 
scene. 

Bighorn Helicopters oper¬ 
ates a flight school from 
Calgary. According to Dids¬ 
bury RCMR the helicopter was 
being used during a training 
exercise. 

"Initially we responded 
thinking we would have some 
deaths. We were pleased to see 
no one was hurt," said Cpl. 
Conal Archer. 

The helicopter came down 
in a clearing in a treed area. 

The Cremona fire depart¬ 
ment was also dispatched to 
the scene. 

Archer said by the time 
RCMP officer arrived at the 
scene, the individuals on 
board the helicopter had been 
picked up by another chopper 
and were no longer at the 
scene. 

The R22 helicopter was sub¬ 


stantially damaged, said 
Archer. 

"It was pretty messed up." 

The company notified the 
Canadian Transportation 
Safety Board to let them know 
there were no injuries and 
that they were going to pick 
the passengers up. 

The helicopter took off from 
the Springbank Airport, lo¬ 
cated just west of Calgary, 
where Bighorn Helicopters 
has its office. 

The R22 is a small helicop¬ 
ter that is primarily used for 
training. 

Investigator Wray Tsuji 
from the Canadian Transpor¬ 
tation Safety Board said the 
investigation of the incident is 
now closed. A Canadian 
Transportation Safety Board 
team was not sent down to the 
site to investigate the crash. 

He said a flight test was be¬ 
ing conducted for a student. 
The exercise, called an 
autorotation, was being done 
to simulate what to do in case 
of a power loss. At the point 
where the helicopter was sup¬ 
posed to power up and fly 
again, it didn't, said Tsuji. 

The helicopter landed belly 
first smashing the supports of 
the aircraft and then rolled 
onto its right side. 

Tsuji said other companies 
have experienced accidents 
with the R22 in the past as it 
is a very popular aircraft. 

A representative from Big 
horn Helicopters refused to 
comment on the incident.

COUNTY COUNCIL 

BPS will lie the tutare for MVC

With Global Information 
System (GIS), county planners 
have the ability to change 
county maps as fast as the geo¬ 
graphical information evolves. 
Planners can input infrastruc¬ 
ture developments such as 
roads and bridges, development 
to property or any subdivisions 
and re-designations, as they 
happen, assuring maps always 
current. 

GIS has been used by the 
county for the past five years. 
Every year the system is tech¬ 
nologically updated and now 
Mountain View County will 
look at taking the system to the 
next level by adding a Global 
Positioning Satellite (GPS) sys¬ 
tem. 

GIS is widely used by coun¬ 
ties and municipalities. It is 
regularly used by Municipal 
Planning Commissions when 
addressing applications or by 
planning departments to ad¬ 
dress future land uses. 

GPS is a hand held devise 
which transmits your location 
to a satellite. Information is re¬ 
layed to three satellites in tri¬ 
angular positions, through this 
your exact location anywhere 
on the earth can be determined. 

"There is definitely an expec¬ 
tation a municipality will have 
this type of information avail¬ 


able to them," said Harold 
Johnsrude, county commis¬ 
sioner. 

"Because of the cost of such 
technology (GIS) we have taken 
a really slow approach building 
this system over five years," he 
said. 

Theoretically if someone in 
the planning department 
wanted information about a cer¬ 
tain parcel of land, they could 
bring the GIS map up on their 
computer, click on the parcel in 
question and instantly be in¬ 
formed as to its ownership, as¬ 
sessment information, and any 
existing developments. 

Council is currently seeking 
information on the cost of add¬ 
ing GPS to the system. Possi¬ 
ble county uses for a GPS in¬ 
clude emergency response and 
location and movement of 
county owned vehicles and 
equipment. The latter use could 
be a preventative measure 
against theft or to determine 
hours worked by employees. 

The 2002 budget has desig¬ 
nated approximately $05,000 to 
update GIS equipment already 
owned and operated by the 
county. Administration will re¬ 
port hack to council about im¬ 
plementing GPS. 

Currently Olds and Didsbury 
Fire Departments uses GPS. 
Jack Macintosh, Olds Fire 
Chief, said GPS is a useful tool 


for responding quickly to emer¬ 
gencies and assuring they are 
never lost. 

"It is so accurate that if I were 
to walk across the street, hold¬ 
ing the GPS, my position would 
be be updated to show new co¬ 
ordinates." 

Currently Olds Fire Depart¬ 
ment is mapping the entire Olds 
district, which includes area 
west to Dog Pound, east to 
Torrington, north to the Red 
Deer County line and south to 
Amerada Road. 

He said GPS would be a 
valuable tool for Mountain View 
Regional Emergency Service and 
all the search and rescue teams 
in the area. Possible sharing of 
information would lower the 
cost for the county to implement 
the system. 

"Literally you can't get lost 
with this thing. Nowadays, be¬ 
cause of where we are in the 
county, this is a necessary tool 
for emergency response to 
have," said Macintosh. 

In one incident last year, 
emergency personnel responded 
to an ATV accident deep in the 
bush - in very rough terrain. 
Because the Olds Fire Depart¬ 
ment had GPS, they were able 
to radio their exact location to 
STARS, ensuring a quicker re¬ 
sponse time. Response time, in 
some cases, could be the differ¬ 
ence between life and death.

Federal Ministers fly in style 


Pop quiz time: How quickly can you spend 
$101.5 million? Well if you're the federal cabi¬ 
net, the answer is about 15 seconds. 

On March 28th - the last day of the fiscal year 
- Ottawa announced late in the day, by way of 
an obscure news release, that it had purchased 
two Challenger 604 executive jets made by Mon¬ 
treal-based Bombardier. The last time Ottawa 
moved this fast was during last spring's rush to 
hike their pay packages by 20% and pensions by 
42%. 

The government has a fleet of four challeng¬ 
ers and these new jets are destined to replace 
two older models that have been in service for 
19 years. While Canadians generally would not 
discount the need for modern equipment for the 
activities of government, four questions arise 
when considering this purchase: 

1) Are these jets needed? 2) Can we afford 
this purchase? 3) Where does this purchase fit 
into the list of expenditure priorities for the gov¬ 
ernment? 4) What is the gut reaction of Canadi¬ 
ans to this expenditure? 

On the question of need, the answer is a de¬ 
finitive no. According to Access to Information 
documents obtained by the media, Gen. Ray 
Henault - the Chief of Defence Staff and the man 
ultimately responsible for the government's ex¬ 
ecutive jet fleet - was told as late as January 
that new planes were not needed. 

A January 8th report to Gen. Henault stated: 
“Given that there are no identifiable trends or 
problems with this fleet and given the high dis¬ 
patch reliability of the Challenger, it is recom¬ 
mended that remedial action such as fleet mod¬ 
ernization or replacement is not warranted at 
this time." This report also noted that in 20 
months over the last two years, just 13 Chal¬ 
lenger flights out of almost 1,600 were delayed 


to mechanical problems. This is as close to per¬ 
fect performance record as one can get. 

As for the arguments that these new jets can 
do trans-Atlantic flights and land at more Ca¬ 
nadian airports, it doesn't wash. Cabinet Minis¬ 
ters, and for that matter, opposition MPs (who 
they sometimes fly with) can easily get to most 
Canadian communities. Further, the instances 
of last minute, non-commercial international 
travel are not that significant to justify this 
purchase. Turning to the affordability question, 
the simple answer is yes. Given the fact that 
Ottawa is on track to run a $7 billion surplus of 
over-taxation for fiscal year 2001/2002, this pur¬ 
chase is - when taken in isolation — affordable. 

But where should this "affordable" purchase 
rank on the government's priority list? To be 
blunt, it doesn't even make the top 100. From 
health care to debt reduction to providing 
greater tax relief to meeting the legitimate in¬ 
frastructure needs of Canadian municipalities, 
countless other priorities are higher than en¬ 
suring Cabinet bigwigs fly in style. Our mili¬ 
tary are flying around in some Sea Kings that 
came into service when John F. Kennedy was 
President, but unneeded jets are more impor¬ 
tant? 

Provincial governments are screaming for 
more money for medical technology like MRIs 
and resources to hire health care professionals, 
but unwarranted jets are more important? 

In opposition, the Liberals denounced Mr. 
Mulroney's "flying taj mahal” Airbus 310s retro¬ 
fit. In government, the Liberals now feel that 
executive jets are okay and needed. This pur¬ 
chase not only represents a squandering of 
$101.5 million, it sets a new precedent for fed¬ 
eral arrogance and duplicity.

Chinook’s Edge 
School hoard will not 
resign writes Brassard 

Editor's Note: The following is a response sent by the 
School Board Chair Roy Brassard to Bob Worsfold who 
called on the board to resign in a letter last week. 

Dear Mr. Worsfold: 

My response to your letter of April 19, 2002, on be¬ 
half of the Board, is to say first, that this Board will not 
resign. We were put into office by the electorate and not 
by the Alberta Teachers’ Association Local. 

While we do not agree with some of the points made 
in the Alberta Teachers’ Association’s recent letter, we 
choose not comment publicly. In light of Friday’s “Good 
Faith Agreement” between the Alberta Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, the Alberta School Boards Association and Al¬ 
berta Learning, we think it is important for us to move 
forward in good faith. 

We believe that speaking publicly would not be in ac¬ 
cordance with that agreement.

According to the Bible, 
King Solomon had everything 
he could have ever wanted. 

God appeared before him on 
more than one occasion and 
granted him wisdom to rule 
over all of Israel.

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Input sought for 
Didsbury’s outdoor 
recreational area

The Town of Didsbury is hoping that another scheduled meet¬ 
ing will bring ideas or concern to light about the new proposed 
recreation area. 

A meeting has been scheduled for May 22 at 8:15 p.m. at the 
Multi-Purpose Room where the idea will once again be thrown 
out to the public. 

The idea of expanding the outdoor recreation services in Dids¬ 
bury has had favourable responses at the Trade Show and at 
Open Houses held by the Town last month. A recent meeting for 
the sole purpose of discussing the rec area had a low turnout. 

“We could go ahead without community input but we are not 
prepared to do that,” said Rhonda Hunter, Director of Commu¬ 
nity Services for the Town of Didsbury. 

“We are asking everyone to come out whether they are a walker, 
jogger, ball player, soccer player or resident to come. We would 
like to have the whole community involved to get this going in 
the right direction.” 

Support for the project has come from the Town as well as 
Mountain View County. Last week the County granted the Town 
$60,000 for the initiative. 

Currently the Town owns just one ball diamond and two soc¬ 
cer pitches and has relied heavily on the facilities owned by 
Chinook’s Edge School Division. 

The proposed plan would see new ball diamonds, soccer pitches 
and a pond that could be used for outdoor skating in the winter 
time. The pond would also double as a drainage basin for runoff 
water.

The date the Empress will 
roll into Town to help celebrate 
the train station's 100th birth¬ 
day has been set. 

Organizers confirmed the 
steam locomotive will arrive in 
Didsbury on June 22 and will 
accompany the birthday party 
that will be thrown for one of 
Didsbury's oldest buildings. 

The Didsbury train station 
was built in 1902 by Canadian 
Pacific Railway and was used 
as a train station until the late 
60s. After that it spent many 
years abandoned until citizens 
convinced the government to 
deem it as a historical site. It 
survived both major fires that 
occurred in Didsbury's past. 

The train station was then 
refurbished, thanks in part to 
a generous donation from 
former-Didsburian Eldon 
Foote. The Lion’s Club was 
also instrumental in the 1987 
renovations. 

Today the building is used by 
community groups as a meet¬ 
ing place. 

The Empress' last assign¬ 
ment was on the Montreal 
Riguard commuter line in 1960. 

Built for the CPR in 1930 by 
Montreal Locomotive Works, 
the Empress was considered 
mainly a passenger locomotive 
however it spent almost half of 
its career operating in the fast 
freight service. 


The Empress underwent an 
extensive two-year overhaul 
and has been restored to its 
1950 appearance. The Empress 
is now used as a roving ambas¬ 
sador for CPR and is housed in 
Vancouver.

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Thompson accuses Liberals 
of failing to protect children 


RCMP warn 
public about 
scam 


Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament for Wild Rose, says 
that the Liberal government has once again failed to protect our 
children from sexual predators by voting against an Alliance 
motion that would have raised the age of consent from 14 to 16 
years of age in an attempt to toughen up child pornography laws. 

The motion read as follows: "That the government immedi¬ 
ately introduce legislation to protect children from sexual preda¬ 
tors including measures that raise the legal age of consent to at 
least sixteen, and measures that prohibit the creation or use of 
sexually explicit materials exploiting children or materials that 
appear to depict or describe children engaged in sexual activity." 

"Our opposition motion, if it were made into law, would have 
created the legal framework necessary to better protect our chil¬ 
dren. Unlike, other western democracies, in Canada the Crimi¬ 
nal Code currently allows adults to legally have sex with chil¬ 
dren as young as 14. This law has hampered the ability of law 
enforcement agencies to effectively deal with children pornogra¬ 
phy, try, sexual predators and pedophiles. This motion was con¬ 
sistent with calls by Provincial Attorneys General and the Cana¬ 
dian Police Association," said Thompson. 

“The purpose of the motion was not to criminalize sexual ac¬ 
tivities between young people close in age or those that are le¬ 
gally married, but to provide protection to children in situations 
where they may find it difficult to protect themselves. The cur¬ 
rent age of consent of 14 leaves children and teenagers open to 
becoming targets of pornographers, internet sex scams, pedophiles 
and sexual abuse," stated Thompson. "I found it really hard to 
believe that Members' of Parliament from the other parties have 
failed to hear the concerns expressed in the wake of the recent 
B.C. Supreme Court ruling. This decision found John Robin 
Sharpe not guilty on child pornography charges because a judge 
felt that his writings on sadomasochistic violence with young 
boys had artistic or literary merit. This decision now provides 
child pornographers with a legal defence far beyond the bounds 
of what most Canadians would deem tolerable.”

The seniors are then asked 
to wire money to Vancouver. 
If you receive a phone call 
similar to this scam, please 
attempt to gather as much 
information about your 
caller, perform the *57 option 
to identify and flag your call 
with Telus, and contact the 
local RCMP immediately.

"If such a group does not 
exist, the Early Childhood 
Nurse will assist in the devel¬ 
opment of one that will enable 
parents to come together to dis¬ 
cuss issues and address ques¬ 
tions that many of them may 
have," said Brinks. 

The groups will be visited by 
an Early Childhood nurse once 
a month and may choose the 
parental-based topics they wish 
the nurse to cover.

Health for Health Authority 5. 
"We will show them how to 
make their homes safer and 
help them understand what 
they might be doing to increase 
their risks of falling and how 
to reduce those risks." 

The Steady as You Go pro¬ 
gram is being offered in Dids¬ 
bury on May 17 in the Educa¬ 
tion Conference room at the 
Didsbury Hospital.

Cars a lifelong disease for local man

Didsbury Show and Shine, on Saturday, 
May 11. 

There are many different ways people 
show their cars, explains McMullen. 
Some people will load their vehicles onto 
trailers and push them into events hop¬ 
ing to win ribbons and then there are 
those who have a more active relation¬ 
ship with their vehicles and that's the area 
McMullen falls into. 

"We (McMullen and his wife Betty) 
would rather drive the vehicles around. 
They were meant to be enjoyed." 

Betty has always been supportive of 
Don's disease and drives a 1968 Camera 
in the summer time - another collected 
car. 

The farm used to house all of the equip¬ 
ment for McMullen's gravel business. 
Now it is set up to restore cars. 

In a heated garage is a work in 
progress. Another building is used for 
painting vehicles. Old cars are stored in 
sheds and are used for parts. And then 
two buildings, including the new garage, 
house finished units. 

McMullen says he has gotten more out 
of his disease than restored cars. The 
process of refurbishing the vehicles of the 
past has allowed him to spend countless 
hours with his son and other friends in¬ 
terested in restoring vehicles. 

He has also made friends with other 
people who have the same disease at car 
shows, motor rallies and swap meets. 

McMullen doesn't know how many 
events he will attend this year, hut he 
doesn't try to keep track either. Going to 
different shows gives him ideas for new 
vehicles just waiting to be brought back 


The affects of Don McMullen's disease 
can be seen in different places around his 
farm located eight miles west of Didsbury. 

It started slowly with just a few cars 
but as the disease progressed it meant 
finding new ways of coping with the vast 
number of vehicles that he was rapidly 
collecting. 

McMullen has the disease of collect¬ 
ing cars. And so far no one has offered a 
cure. 

"It's a disease you get, not a hobby," 
said McMullen. "It's a hobby if you only 
have a few of something. I haven't found 
the cure for this yet. 

"Some people have the urge to collect 
china but I have always been interested 
in mechanical things. I have always loved 
a good automobile." 

McMullen has loved cars ever since 
he was a boy. He got his first vehicle, a 
Model T Ford when he was about 16- 
years-old. That love continued through¬ 
out his life and when he retired from his 
gravel crushing business he found the 
time to follow his love of cars a little 
closer. About four years ago, McMullen 
built a large garage to house his cars and 
motorhome in. In the back left corner of 
the building sits the motorhome. Four¬ 
teen or so restored cars fill the rest of 
the space. A 1965 Thunderbird, with a 
retractable top, sits front and centre. 
Behind it is a 1938 Ford, a 1957 Interna¬ 
tional truck, an old Packard, a few more 
Thunderbirds - it's a symbol of thousands 
of hours of work and an unrelenting love 
of cars. 

Some of them are slated to go to the 


McMullen always seems to have a project in the works. He has been working on 
this pick-up truck for about a year now. Now that he is retired, McMullen said he 
is able to work on his vehicles whenever he wants.

NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Disaster usually 
strikes without 
warning 


Dear Family and Friends, 

There’s usually no warning that disaster is going to strike. 
The week started out fine with normal activities and ‘life as 
usual.’ However, Thursday morning we had the first distur¬ 
bance with violence. 

It seems (and I’m giving only one version of what happened) 
that there will soon be ward elections (that is for very local 
communities) so the ruling party here in Plateau State held 
meetings to choose their candidates. 

According to some reliable reports, outsiders tried to dis¬ 
rupt the proceedings to impose candidates of another religion 
in some of the localities. (As I said, this is one version of what 
happened.) 

The local people dealt with those from outside and violence 
in the form of burning vehicles, beating, stabbing, and killing 
erupted. 

We don’t have exact figures (we usually take the given fig¬ 
ure and multiply by ten) but some from the Hillcrest commu¬ 
nity actually saw bodies by the road and in burnt vehicles. 
This is another horrible experience in a normally peaceful city. 

The disturbances occurred on the other side of Jos, about 
ten miles away through the city center. 

Therefore we were not in danger. However, violence can 
easily spread, so a curfew from 8 p.m. to 6 a.m. has been im¬ 
posed and the military are very much in evidence. We hope 
and pray that peace will continue. 

Friends who were near the downtown area on Friday saw 
thousands of people fleeing in panic from that area. Since then 
we have heard reports that there was no further disturbance 
of Thursday’s kind, but people are very nervous and will flee 
at the least sign of danger. 

We could wish that these incidents were the worst of the 
trouble. However, another tragedy occurred on Saturday. EAS 
is the only airline flying to and from Jos. 

The daily flight originates in Lagos and comes to Jos. From 
Jos it goes to Kano and from there back to Lagos. On Satur¬ 
day the flight came to Jos, collected passengers, and went on 
to Kano. 

There they stopped to unload passengers and collect others 
to go to Lagos. About two minutes after take-off from Kano 
the plane crashed killing about 120 passengers and about 40 
people on the ground. 

The Federal Minister of Sports was killed and also several 
church leaders. 

The government is investigating the cause of the crash. In 
talking with a frequent flier here in Nigeria he expressed his 
concern about how the planes are maintained, and even about 
the quality of the planes used on local flights. 

He was on that very same flight exactly one week before 
the crash. 

Because of the plane crash, the Plateau State government 
has declared two days of mourning, including a public holi¬ 
day tomorrow. 

There will be no School at Hillcrest tomorrow. Janet was 
supposed to conduct Advanced Placement exams for some of 
the students, but those will now be postponed. 

Life is uncertain. 

Our confidence is in God who has called us here. Someone 
has written that the will of God will not take you where the 
grace of God cannot keep you. 

This we know to be true. It doesn’t mean that tragedy will 
not come our way, but it does assure us that God is in control 
of every situation, even the ones that look so horrible. He is 
Sovereign. 

Just because we don’t understand His purposes doesn’t 
mean that He is not accomplishing, even through tragedy, 
what He wants. 

We appreciate your prayers.

The Nightingale legacy be¬ 
gan in 1844 when - despite be¬ 
ing born into a wealthy fam¬ 


ily and having no need to 
seek employment - she began 
visiting hospitals at home and 
abroad. In England and many 
other countries, nursing was 
then looked upon as a menial 
employment requiring no spe¬ 
cial gifts or training. This did 
not, however, deter her and 
on October 14, 1854, she 
sailed into a Turkish war 
zone to care for the sick and 
wounded despite resistance 
from military and medical 
authorities. Early in 1855 the 
absence of proper sanitation 
in Scutari led to a severe out¬ 
break of cholera and typhus

Today, Florence Nightingale 
is remembered for her reform 
of hospitals and sanitation 
systems therein and, more 
importantly, for her efforts in 
changing the way others 
viewed the profession of nurs¬ 
ing.

QUESTION: My son has recently begun running 
around with some tough kids who have introduced him to 
marijuana. He doesn’t deny what he is doing because he 
says it is harmless. Can you give me the facts? 

DR. DOBSON: Your son has been given some very bad 
information that is being passed around by those who are 
promoting the legalization of marijuana. 

It is a lie. Dr. Harold Voth, the senior psychiatrist for 
the Menninger Foundation in Topeka, Kan., has set the 
record straight. 

He said, first, that five marijuana cigarettes have the 
same cancer-causing capacity as 112 conventional ciga¬ 
rettes. 

Second, the part of the brain that allows a person to 
focus, concentrate, create, learn and conceptualize at an 
advanced level is still growing during the teen-age years. 

Continuous use of marijuana over a period of time will 
retard the normal growth of those brain cells. 

Third, a study conducted at Columbia University re¬ 
vealed that female marijuana smokers suffer a sharp in¬ 
crease in damage to DNA, the genetic code. 

It was also found that reproductive eggs are especially 
vulnerable to damage by marijuana. 

Fourth, a second Columbia University study found that 
people who smoked a single marijuana cigarette every other 
day for one year had a white blood cell count that was 39 
percent lower than normal, thus damaging the immune 
system and making the user far more susceptible to infec¬ 
tion and sickness. 

Smoking marijuana is a dangerous hobby. I doubt if 
your son will be satisfied with this answer, even though 
you should share it with him. His motivation is probably 
related more to peer pressure than to his belief in the harm¬ 
lessness of marijuana. 

The danger is that he will “graduate” from pot to some¬ 
thing harder and more addictive. 

If I were you, I would bring all my energies to bear on 
getting my son away from the gang he is now running 
with, even if it required us to move. He is apparently at a 
critical juncture in his life. 

QUESTION: I just found out that I’m pregnant. When 
the doctor told me, he warned me not to drink anything 
with alcohol in it until the child is born. I’m used to hav¬ 
ing a few beers after work and I like a cocktail several 
times a week. Is it really necessary for me to give up all 
alcohol until my baby arrives? 

DR. DOBSON: I urge you to heed the advice of your 
physician. That precious baby inside of you could be se¬ 
verely damaged if you continue to drink in the next few 
months. 

Your child could have what is known as “fetal alcohol 
syndrome,” which can cause heart anomalies, central nerv¬ 
ous system dysfunction, head and facial abnormalities and 
lifelong behavior problems. 

Fetal alcohol syndrome is also thought to be the lead¬ 
ing cause of mental retardation. It is a terrible thing to 
inflict on a child. 

Babies can be harmed by alcohol in the blood of the 
mother at any time throughout gestation, but they are 
especially vulnerable during the first trimester. That’s why 
you should not drink during the remaining seven months 
of your pregnancy, but by all means, don't swallow a drop 
of alcohol right now. 

You may remember the story of Samson in the Old Tes¬ 
tament who terrorized his enemies, the Philistines. Before 
he was born, an angel told his mother that her child was 
destined for greatness, and that she must not weaken him 
by imbibing strong drink while she was pregnant. 

Medical science has now verified the wisdom of that 
advice. 

That’s why a similar warning to pregnant women is 
posted by law wherever liquor, beer or wine is sold. For 
you, and for all pregnant women and those who anticipate 
becoming pregnant — don’t take chances with your ba¬ 
bies’ future. 

There is no level of alcohol that is known to be safe. 

Abstain for the entire nine months. You and your baby 
will be glad you did.

Hockey is fast becoming a 
popular sport for the affluent 
children in Japan. 

“Japanese hockey is advanc¬ 
ing.

wanted to shake our hands,” 
said Hamblin. 

“They want to make you feel 
very special, that is their cus¬ 
tom and they did. We felt very 
honoured.” 

Hamblin said the boys got 
along famously even after ten- 
and-a-half hours of travelling. 
They were very brave to try dif¬ 
ferent foods, such as sushi, but 
did eat a lot of cereal. 

The only incident which

dorm where they were staying. 

“There are slippers for peo¬ 
ple to wear when they come in¬ 
side and ones for when you use 
the bathroom.

- identify the relationships between resources, capa¬ 
bilities, competitive advantages and farm profitability 

- understand strategy formulation based on resources, 
capabilities and competitive advantage 

- understand strategic, financial and operational risk. 


Saying farewell to a golden

A piece of heritage will be lost for¬ 
ever when the last grain elevator in 
Carstairs closes. Agricore announced 
the shutdown of the Carstairs 
facility April 10 marking the end of a 
long farming tradition. 

“If someone had told me that there 
wouldn’t be grain elevators in 
Carstairs, I wouldn’t have believed 
them,” said Agricore United Manager 
Vern Pedersen. 

The Carstairs elevators have been 
a central part of the community and 
stood tall as a symbol of the rich ag¬ 
riculture heritage. In the early days 
Carstairs was one of the largest grain 
centers in Alberta. 

Eight elevators stood tall and 
proud pointing to a strong farming in¬ 
dustry built on wheat, barley and 
canola. They brought in farmers from 
all over the region who marketed their 
grain. 

But the fast pace of business and 
economics has cast a tall shadow over 
conventional elevators. A bulk of the 
elevators in Carstairs came down in 
the 1990’s. It was a trend of a chang¬ 
ing industry that weighs in favor of 
productivity and efficiency. 

One by one, grain companies have 
abandoned the rickety wood fixtures 
for modern facilities made of metal and 


cement. 

It was mirrored across the indus¬ 
try. Farmers started to intensify. 
Feedlots bought grain right off the 
farm, bypassing the elevator system. 

Many farmers to the west took 
their land out of grain production and 
moved to more profitable hay produc¬ 
ing. Family farms were bought out by 
larger producers vying to stay com¬ 
petitive. 

Large producers simply required 
faster, more efficient, highly special¬ 
ized facilities. Old elevators simply 
became outdated. 

New facilities move grain faster, 
store more grain and clean product 
to export standards right on sight. 
They are capable of filling 100 rail 
cars in one spot. Tighter delivery 
schedules and shorter railcar turn 
around cycles has the railways trudg¬ 
ing prairie gold to the West Coast to 
feed a demanding international mar¬ 
ket. 

But the loss of the small elevators 
is a sad reality to farmers and 
another strike against the family 
farm. 

Their presence reflected a way of 
life and a sense of community. 
May 10 will bear witness to the last 
delivery at the Carstairs elevator. 

It will turn the page on a long 
chapter of golden history.

Wings that won't allow 
flight make for a comfortable 
glide to earth. 

Muir promptly sent this 30- 
day-old chick back up to the 
safety of his nest via a pillow¬ 
case and a rope. 

"You better not come back 
dead in a year," shouts Booth, 
from the ground to the watch¬ 
ful chick, acting a lot tougher 
now that both feet are planted 
firmly on the ground. The 
fuzzball, now acting tougher 
himself, flares out his wings in 
response, as if to say, "and don't 
come back!" 

Despite this day's abuse it 
was on to the next nest were 
he banded two more chicks and 
received the same unwelcome 
from their parents. 

No worse for wear. Booth 
says he will be climbing these 
trees to collect data for as long 
as he is able. 

"Every time I get down it's 
pure satisfaction," he said with 
a scratched cheek and a gleam 
in his eye.

Gateway to Nature program takes on a new spirit

Cremona officials see 
intermunicipal partnering as 
an important tool to remain 
viable. They have set up a fo¬ 
rum to push cooperation be¬ 
tween neighboring municipali¬ 
ties of Caroline and Sundre. 

The idea for the three west¬ 
ern communities to come to¬ 
gether was originally spear¬ 
headed by the Town of Sundre 
through their Gateway to Na¬ 
ture Campaign. 

Sundre officials envisioned 
the municipalities of Sundre, 
Cremona, Caroline, Mountain 
View County and Clearwater 
County working closely to¬ 
gether on such things as pub¬ 
lic works, administration and 
tourism. 

But the campaign took an 
unexpected turn of events 
when negotiations between 
Sundre councillors came 
unglued. On February 25 the 
initiative was voted out by a 
narrow majority - ending any 
official involvement with the 
project. 

But while Sundre officials 
dropped the campaign the idea 
of working together excited 
Cremona councillors who felt 
municipal partnering could 
have big payoffs for the region. 

“There are many areas 
where we can work together 
that would be mutually ben¬ 


eficial,” says Cremona Mayor 
Donna Kelly. She feels the 
communities have many simi¬ 
larities and deal with similar 
challenges. 

Cremona invited the mu¬ 
nicipalities of Sundre and 
Caroline back to the table on 
April 29 to continue discus¬ 
sions. 

They were joined by 
Caroline Mayor Marjorie Pe¬ 
ters and a handful of Sundre 
officials including Sundre 
Chamber of Commerce repre¬ 
sentative Marilyn MacKay, 
Sundre Mayor Wayne Gent 
and Councilor Jim Waddell. 

The group managed to find 
common ground on tourism 
and discussed how they could 
better promote the area. They 
shared information on what 
each community is doing to 
promote tourism specifically 
the Cowboy Trail.

“It was a very progressive 
and positive meeting,” said 
Cremona CAO Penny Fox. 
She said everyone was open 
to new ideas and showed a 
strong willingness to work 
together. Discussions among 
the group were mainly limited 
to tourism but officials are 
optimistic that continual 
meetings will open the door 
to further cooperative efforts. 

“There are many ways we 
can work together that could 
be mutually beneficial,” said 
Sundre Councilor Jim 
Waddell. He pointed to by-law 
enforcement as a viable area 
to share resources. 

Waddell and Sundre Mayor 
Wayne Gent attended the 
meeting as citizens, aware 
that Sundre has opted out of 
the Gateway to Nature Cam¬ 
paign. But Gent says his 
council still sees an impor-

Local farmer endorses Competitive Advantage program

Monica Bryan is part of a family farm opera¬ 
tion near Innisfail. She took the Competitive Ad¬ 
vantage Program for Agriculture (CAPA) course 
with her father, Roger. Bryan's mother and two 
sisters are also part of the family farm opera¬ 
tion. 

"CAPA gave us the tools to effectively manage 
our farm,” says Bryan. "Now we understand more 
fully how to manage debt and still move ahead. 
We are in a position to make much wiser choices." 

CAPA includes instruction on a variety of farm 
management tools. Financial programs, such as 
the Agricultural Business Analyzer (that tracks 
economic activity), can help farmers decide which 
route will be most beneficial. It also deals with 
succession planning, which is valuable for farm 
families. 

"CAPA helped my family and me realize that 


each person in our operation has capabilities and 
resources," adds Bryan. "Realizing this will help 
us give responsibilities related to capabilities. 
Being part of a farm family and being in busi¬ 
ness together can be difficult. CAPA gave us tools 
to deal with conflict and family issues. It also 
helped us initiate a viable business plan." 

Attending the CAPA course also provides an 
opportunity to make connections throughout Al¬ 
berta with other participants and with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural Development staff. 
Part of the program is learning from the experi¬ 
ences of others. The CAPA instructors offer ex¬ 
cellent support after the course in financial and 
human resource matters. 


"Education and changing the image of agricul¬ 
ture are key to revitalizing agriculture," com¬ 
ments Bryan. "We need to encourage sustainable 
farming that is economical and profitable. If we 
want family farms to be a strong part of our in¬ 
dustry, we have to put policies and programs in 
place to attract and keep youth in agriculture."
